I am  CCing  Tim  Fremaux  from  LADOT  who  has  been  working  on  this  from  their  end. 

The  Peak  Hour  Restrictions  would  be  removed  on  SMB  from  the  West  Hollywood  border  to  the  101.  Hollywood- 
Wilshire  District  has  been  evaluating  Peak  Hour  Restrictions  for  parking  across  the  district  and  removing  them 
when  their  studies  show  that  they  are  not  needed.  I believe,  in  this  case,  the  Peak  Hour  Restrictions  do  not 
actually  result  in  a lane  being  gained;  hence,  the  justification  for  removal.  Tim,  please  elaborate  if  necessary.
